Military personnel in the United States 
are “ not cheering” the planned nationwide 
Vietnam war moratorium set for Wednesday, 
but “ only the most red-necked” 
of the 
military would want to see it stopped, a 
Marine Corps general declared here Mon­ 
day, 
Majo r Gen. .Jo hn R. Chaisso n, assistant 
deputy chief o f staff pro grams fo r the U.S. 
Marine Co rps, said that the 'anti-war ac­ 
tiv ities will be “ unhealthy ” fo r the U.S. 
po sitio n in Vietnam. 
But he said he personally feels that the 
moratorium “ should go” if that is the way 
some people want to express their opin­ 
ion. 
Chaisson 
and 
five 
other 
U.S.

Department officials spoke on a wide range 
of foreign policy topics at a news conference 
held in connection with a day-long program 
on foreign policy slated Tuesday at the 
Nebraska Center. 
U. Alex is Jo hnso n, under secretary o f 


state fo r po litical affairs, will key no te the 
sessio ns 
spo nso red by the Univ ersity o f 
Nebraska and the State Department. 
Chaisson said that the “ only logical con­ 
clusion” to the Vietnam war for America 
is to continue the replacement of American 
forces with South Vietnamese troops. 
He noted that the only way to tell when 
the Vietnamese are ready to take over 
altogether will be to let them try it on 
their own. 
The general to ld news media represen­ 
tativ es that the Vietnam war has been a 
“ tremendo us test” fo r the military in adding 
flex ibility to its ro le in fo reign affairs. It 
has been “ a first” in that the natio n has 
“been apply ing a po rtio n o f its military po wer 
to “ keep the situatio n fro m deterio rating 
but at the same time to keep the war fro m 
blo wing up into greater pro po rtio ns.’

“ mistake” to have a firm timetable for 
withdrawal of U.S. troops from Vietnam.

Camps indicated, because “ to some extent, 
there have been different reasons tor main­ 
taining a position of defense.”

It was a sobering account written by Farm Editor Glenn 
Krcuscher about the increasing size of cattle feeding op era­ 
tions in Tex as. Things have gotten so big in Tex as, as 
if they were ev er otherwise, that the l.one Star State has 
taken over second p lace in the nation in cattle-feeding o p era ­ 
tio n s, relegating Nebraska to third p lace. 
The growth in Tex as is threatening the first p lace held 
hy Iowa. A Tex as ex tension livestock marketing sp ecialist 
has noted that his state has ex p erienced a 745 p er cent 
increase in cattle feeding since 1951. 
Tex as is booming with the help of big feedlots, some 
of them running to as high as 6h,lKX) head, p iai is a lot 
of cattle, considering that 5.(KK) head is a big sp read in 
Nebraska. 
★ 
And this is not all. There are sp eculative v entures on 
the West Coast involving sUK*k sales limited to investors 
with $200,iKK) or more to p ut into the p rogram. These stock 
comp anies are engaging in massive cattle-feeding op era- 


The Tex as sp ecialist flatly p redicted that “ the Omaha 
livestock market will die for slaughter stock.” American 
Stores Manager George David of Lincoln has ex p ressed 
rep eated alarm “over cattle feeding moving south.” 
What all of this does is threaten a big p art of 
the 
agricultural base here in 
.Nebraska. This state is 
not 
threatened with immediate ex tinction as a cattle center 
but it is threatened with a gradual decline of this industry 
and. related consequences. 
As cattle feeding moves south and west and as it gets 
bigger, feeders right here in Nebraska face stiffer and 
stiffer comp etition. With cattle feeding goes the raising of 
feeder grains and this is being noticed in Tex as, too. 
Then there is the matter of p rocessing, from the p acker 
tathe sp ecialty op erations in retail foodstufts. 
★ 
It is certainly logical to conclude from this that change 
is the order of the day . The individual who say s that 
Nebraska is well enough off as it is just doesn’t know what 
he is talking about or just doesn’t care about the future. 
The changing situation in cattle feeding p oints up the 
fact that any area will change with the times or suffer 
the consequences of deterioration. This ap p lies not just io 
cattle, but to all p hases of our economic develop ment. 
If y ou think cattle feeding is changing, what about 
other businesses and industries? They are changing even 
more. Production and marketing are hardly the same m 
any thing as they were 25 y ears ago and the area not in 
tune with the change is rely ing more and more up on its 
own local economy . 
.

It is no t really a part o f the entire Lnited Slates, 
fro m an eco no mic po int o f v iew. It is like the little neig hbo r­ 
ho o d g ro cery sto re that manag es to surv iv e o n the trade left 
o v er fro m fo rg o tten purchases at the super market. 


★ 
What this means is that y ou can’t make any economic 
p rogress. And whether y ou like it or not, economic p rogress 
is the key to an imp roved standard of living. It is the 
difference between an area that is basically dep ressed and 
one that is alive, and v ibrant. 
That v ibrancy means ex p anding op p ortunity for all p eo­ 
p le living in the area and esp ecially the y oung p eop le. 
Nebraska already has difficulty retaining its y oung p eop le, 
many of them migrating to the larger p op ulation centers 
where emp loy ment op p ortunities are better. 
This, o f co urse, is o ne o f the mo st depressing co nditio ns 
an area can ex perience. With the y o ung ^o ple g o the 
demands o f y o ung families fo r ho using , furnishing s, trans­ 
po rtatio n and v ario us serv ices — the eco no mic bedro ck o f a 
co mmunity .

, 
Nebraska does not hav e to broaden its economic base, 
of course, but if it does not, it will become more and 
more localized. The cattle-feeding situation p oints this out 
in unmistakable terms, even if the state remains an imp or­ 
tant p art of this segment of agriculture.

Action Toward Equality 


Many p rop erty owners will be getting 
ex cited in the weeks and months ahead 
as they receiv e notice of higher v aluations 
on their holdings. VVhat this will rep resent 
is the attemp t at equalization now being 
made by Lancaster County to achieve a 
scientific ap p raisal of all p rop erty for tax 
p urp oses. 
What p rop erty owners should look for 
in their new assessment is its relationship 
to the actual value of their land and-or 
buildings. Thus, one does not look so closely 
at what he thinks the assessment might 
be on a similar p iece of p rop erty . 
The comp arativ e p rop erties should be 
about 
the 
same, 
which 
is 
what 
the 
reassessment is all about. Contrary to what 
has been rep orted at times in the p ast, 
commercial p rop erty will now be hiked 
more than residential p rop erty . Residential 
p rop erty , however, will still go up on the 
av erage. But all p rop erty should be ap ­ 


p raised at its true market v alue. From 
this, the county and city take 35 p er cent 
as the figure against which tax es are 
levied. 
Additionally , tax p ay ers should realize 
that it takes two things to determine their 
tax bill — the p rop erty v aluation and the 
tax levy . While v aluations will be going 
up , the mill levy should remain static or 
be lowered some because the same lev y 
will p roduce more dollars on a higher 
v aluation. 
There will be hearings beginning this 
month on the new v aluations. The first 
hearings will be informal, to uncover ob­ 
vious mistakes that have been 
made. 
Formal 
hearings 
will 
come 
later 
to 
determine 
further 
mistakes 
or 
simp le 
disagreements. Hop efully , when the entire 
p rocess is comp leted, we will hav e v alua­ 
tions for all p rop erty that are much more 
equitable than we hav e today .

The bill, which is exjiccted to af 
feet about 75(i,(KK) students, makes 
the higher interest rate retroactive 
to Aug. 1. Many banks have made 
loans conditionally on the assump­ 
tion the bill would pass.

If East wins the first dia­ 
mond lead, he does not have 
a spade to return; whatever 
else he plays, South forces 
out the king of diamonds and 
makes four notrump. 
If West wins the first dia­ 
mond lead, he can establish 
his spades, but since he has 
no entry to cash them, South 
again makes four notrump. 
The immediate hold-up is 
often highly effective when 
declarer
